Tells of Unoaual Experiences in Eu- 
ropean CapiUls During En- 
fereed Stay. 

After experiencing the unusual 
sensation of being maroone in a for- 
eign country, not very remote from 
the zone of fighting Germans, Rus- 
sian, French, British and other bellig- 
erents of war-ridden Bu|Y>pe, Mr. and 
Mrs. James Thompsc^ .and son, Mr. 
James Thompsonr-Jr.. -azfived safely 
and thankfnlly .at' tbolr beautiful 
country home im. the LeHnatqa pike, 
last Thursday night ''^ 

Mr. Thottpaon told in a most in- 
teresting manner of the trials, troub- 
les and varied experjiences o^ h^is 
party in the old world. He said: 
"What General Sherman said about 
war is true, every word of it, and al- 
though we passed through the coun- 
tries at war, and witnessed many 
thilling and horrifying spectacles, to 
say nothing of dangerous situations, 
we would not give anything for our 
experiences. Wex.were - In Venic«^ 
when war was declared, and as every 
train available was needed to trans- 
port Oie troops, nfe wen forced to re- 
main theaa tor t&Me^ weeks. 

"A cnaat maiiy Americans -srere in 
Venies!, dad aiaas meetings were held 
at the Grand Hotel to devise means 
for us to get out of the country. 
After a wait of 21 days we were able 
to leave Venice and proceeded to 
Geneva, from which point we secured 
train passage to Paris. We were 
forced to show our passports at 
every turn, as the French were great- 
ly worried lest German spies would 
get into their country and secure val- 
uable information as to movenoents 
of their troops. On our way to Paris 
oar train was sidetracked many 
times *ta allow troop trains the right 
of wi^. Trainload. after* trainload 
soldiers pasaed and the real hor- 
rors of war were brought very forci- 
bly our minds. Following each 
troop train were many cars on which 
were loaded ambulances followed by 
cars piled high with lime. Every 
train that we saw carried a carload 
of lime. We talked with many of 
the French soldiers along the route, 
and all seemed to be in high spirits, 
and particularly were they friendly 
when told that we were Americans. 

"At one stop my son was very anx- 
ious to get a snap shot of some of 
the Frencfi soldiers who jrere resting 
alone the way, tmA bad bis camera 
poised ready to snap when an officer 
standing by chanced to glance in his 
direction., A heavy "tine which h6 
was carr3^g was hurled at the cam- 
era, ,and only the fact that my son 
had it strapped to him saved It from 
total ruin. The officers was greatly 
peeved at our attempt to photo his 
men, and it took considerable argu- 
ment on our part before we were al- 
lowed to pa^s on. 

Found Paris Deserted. 
' Arriving in Paris we found the big 
city totally deserted, save for women 
and men whose age prevented them 
from being pressed into service. 

'At the Continei^l Hotel out of 
300 employees only 10 remained, the 
oth^ 290 having been called to arms 
The old taxi ddver who drove us 
around tbe city had two sons who 
were in the army, and obXj the fact 
that he was too old to, shoulder arms 
saved him from being called upon. 
Everwhere throughout France is a 
scene of activity. Every engine is 
under steam and ready for immedi- 
ate use. Frqm Paris we went to 
Bologne. and crossing over from the 
latter place to Folkstone, England, 
we were never out of sight of a cruis- 
er. En^and has her seaboard for- 
tified splendidly. Fifty-eight train 
loads of Russian soldiers were land- 
ed at Aberdeen, Scotland, having 
been brought in around the North 
Cppa. nom bore they were trans- 
pOTted to Doiver and then shipped 
across the diaanel- into Ftance. 
Many more of the Russians wHl be 
sent into France in this flaaasw. 

"The iP"g"«h people seem to be 
scared to death, and they had great 
difficulty in securing volunteers after 
their first 100,000 had been recruited 
So hard pressed were they that they 
lifted the age limit and permitted 
all to enlist who so desred. Taxis 
and many other vehicles are seen 
upon the streets bearing signs read- 
ing "Fight for^the King." From the 
trouble experenced in getting volun- 
teers for nrmy service it aeems as 
though the pecqpile over there are not 
very much enthused with the idea of 
fighting for the King. Our ship, like 
all others,, was in ooMtant danger of 
hostile vessels, .and two dl^ out we 
were stopped by a French cmleer- 
After assuring them who we were 
we proceeded, but always wltlL all 
port holes covered and no light of 
anv kind showing. There were 2,200 
passengers on the ship, the normal 
capacity being about 1,200. Many 
European scenes are truly wonderful 
and picturesque, but I don't think 
that any compare to the Statue of 
Liberty in New York Harbor, partic- 
olaily to one who has been 'bottled' 
in a war-ridden country such as Eu- 
rope is at tbe present time. I was 
never so glad to see anything in my 
life, and I titinfc I vouch the same 
opfeion of all on' board the Laoonia.

NEW YORK, Sept. H.—Beef pack- 
ers of the United States now are in 
aba<4ttte control of the Argentine 
output of i>eet, thiu destrojriiis the 
value of Argentine beef as a compet- 
itive check on the priee of native 
beef, according to testimony given 
before Chief Magistrate McAdoo to- 
day at the inquiry into the advance 
in food prices. Jacob Block, member 
of a firm owning several meat mar- 
kets in this city, asserted that every 
bit of beef from Argentina must now^ 
be booi^t from the Amarleaa pack- 
ers. ^ 

As aa instance of how this control 
influenced the priea, the witness 
suted that at one time beef hearts 
could be bought for 25 cents each. 
When the American padcers obtain- 
ed control of the Aii;entlne output, 
he continued, beef hearts were put 
into cold storage, thus diminishing 
the supply, so that to-day the cost of 
these hearts is about $1.50 each. 

The packers have arranged the ter- 
ritory outside New York City so that 
the small dealers are at their mercy, 
Mr. Bloch testified. 

In a small town incapable of sup- 
porting more than one good sized 
establishment, one packing concern 
is located, and the butchers are forc- 
ed to buy from that one packer. In 
large places the business - is split up. 

Asked to explain the cause of the 
present shortage of beef, the witness 
said a shortage had existed tor thir- 
teen years. In that time, he said, 
tho supply of cattle in this country 
fell short of the demand by 16,000,000 
and the shortage was -growing more 
pronounced. 

As remedies for the present con- 
ditions, he offered the following sug- 
gestions for action by Congress: 

An export duty should be placed 
on beef; the Government lands of 
the West should be thrown open for 
grazing; killing of any female calf 
under three or five years old, or of 
aaj calf weighing less than 150 
poandSt should be prohibited; ten 
per cent, of the income tax should be 
use^ for festering the raising of cat- 
tle; and public slaaghteriiouses, like 
those of England, should be aatab- 
lished by the GorenuneBt 

Dr. W. F. Phillips, aged about 
fifty-eight years, committed suicide 
hanging himself with a rope halter in 
the barn of his brother-in-law, Mr.

His flnanoee are said to ba in excel- 
lent shape, and no caaae is aasigned 
for his rash act 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Alice Rankin Phillips, and one 
daughter, Mrs. Grover Bucknw, of 
Harrison County. 

The funeral services will be held 
at tlie residence at Morning Glory, 
Saturday afternoon, at 1 o'clock, con- 
ducted by Rev. S. H. Burgess. Bur- 
ial at Battle Chrove cene^ry.

GERMANS PAIL TO BREAK AL- 
LIES' LINES AND FALL BACK. 

PARIS, September 11. — French and 
British successes mar^k the four|(di 
day of the great battle which is be- 
ing fought along the concave line ex- 
tending from Meaux to Verdun, with 
Vitry-le-Francois in the center. 

On the French left, despite repeat 
ed efforts, the Germans have failed 
to break through the lines of the al 
lies on the right bank of the Ourcq 
River, and» thongh heaTily re-^orc- 
ed, have loot ground ataadllir. Gen 
oral Joflre and Field Marshal Sir 
Jcrfin French are hurling more and 
more troops on the Oennaa fiank to 
give their retreat further momentum 

The advance of the French is slow, 
but general in the furious fighting 
in the center. 

On the right of the allies the ex 
hausted German army has abandoned 
for the moment the attack on Nancy, 
which was made under the personal 
direction of Emperor William. 

In the Vosges and in Lorraine the 
French official reports indicate that 
their troops are pushing forward. 

The Des Debuts says that fighting 
was resumed in the Altkirch region 
on September 2 and the French have 
reiNilsed the Geimaas, who' have 
been driven toward the Rhine. 

Despite the fact that the German 
right wing which has hewed its way 
from Mons to Paris, is in retreat, and 
that the German center is being 
pressed hard by the allies, it must 
be remembered that in this, the 
greatest battle in history, 3,000,000 
men are engaged and one or two ad- 
vances or retreats will not decide the 
i^battle. It is admitted it woUld be pre- 
mature at this stage of the battle to 
say that the Germans wete beatoi or 
even discouraged. 

Tber^ls no donbt that the German 
entaloplng movemant has opmpletely 
faOed and that the strategic position 
of the allies Is Uie best since thh be- 
ginning of the war, secure as they 
are in a favorable position near their 
own base. The French retreat on 
Paris was executed with such mas- 
terly skill that after their orderly 
retirement the army still retains its 
' full striking strength and is much 
more favorably situated than the 
Germans for an offensive movement, 
because the latter have been forcing 
the fighting ever since their entry 
into Belgium and their troops* have 
suffered from the exhausj/ng mal*ches 
and the continuous fighting. 

Lack of ammunition has also em- 
barrassed the Germans. For this 
reason the invaders have been forced 
at several points along the extensive 
line to retreat to unfavorable ground, 
giving wfty before the .more amply 
supplied allies.
